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SHORTENING 


Tight  thresholds  under  bedroom  doors  prevent  cold  drafts  into 
other  rooms  when  windows  are  open. 


At  hog  slaughtering  time  do  not  sample  the  flavor  of  sausage  and  other  pork  pro- 
ducts until  they  have  "been  cooked.     Warnings  about  trichinosis  due  to  eating  un- 
cooked or  imperfectly  cooked  pork  apply  just  as  much  to  the  home  killed  as  to 
commercial  pork. 


Careless  smokers  started  more  fires  in  forests  last  year  than  were 
started  "by  railroads,  logging,  and  debris  burning;  more  than  three  times  the 
number  caused  by  carelessly  left  campfires;  and  more  than  three  times  the  number 
set  by  lightning.    A  real  woodsman  always  breaks  his  matches  in  two  before  cast- 
ing them  aside  -  a  habit  which  makes  sure  that  every  match  is  out. 


To  make  spiced  jelly,  tie  whole  cloves  and  stick  cinnamon  in  a 
bag  and  cook  with  apple  or  crab  apple  juice  and  sugar,   removing  the  bag  before 
pouring  out  the  jelly. 


Moths  are  present  in  heated  buildings  in  great  abundance  during 
September  and  October.     They  may  even  fly  about  and  lay  eggs  as  late  as  December, 
January,  and  February.     So  woolen  coats  and  blankets  in  use  may  be  thoroughly 
brushed,  beaten,   sunned,  and  cleaned  frequently  to  dislodge  any  eggs  that  may 
have  been  laid.     No  treatment  to  kill  clothes  moths  already  in  fabrics  will  have 
any  lasting  effect  in  keeping  other  clothes  moths  from  later  infesting  these 
fabrics  if  they  are  left  exposed. 
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
